LBJ Calls for Unity 


Plea Made 
In Manila 
Conference

MANILA (AP) — The U £ . 
commander in Viet Nam told 
the Manila summit conference 
today the war is “ far from 
over” and he will need more 
troops in the days ahead, but 
President Johnson said a dis­ 
play of unity by the allies here 
should provide new fuel for the 
cause of peace. 
“ Let the bullies of the world 
know that when 
they do at­ 
tack their neighbors, the friends 
of their neighbors will be there 
to re sist,” the President said in 
this first day 
of 
meetings 
among the leaders of nations 
fighting Communists in Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson was the last speaker 
of the day. His rem arks came 
after Gen. William C . West­ 
moreland, the U.S. commander, 
reported to the leaders that al­ 
lied forces are increasing effec­ 
tive in battling the Commu­ 
nists. 
Westmoreiand said troop mo­ 
rale was high. 
“ The troops 
are the finest 
ever fielded; they understand 
the 
conflict 
and 
appreciate 
their 
complex role a s both 
fighters and builders.” 
The session in which West­ 
moreland 
and the 
President 
spoke was closed to the puhlic, 
but their rem arks were given 
to 
newsmen later 
by 
UJS. 
spokesm en. 
Johnson summed up what he 
portrayed a s the four 
main 
principles which had stood out in 
the talks of those leaders who 
spoke before him. He listed 
them a s: 
“ The determination of all that 
aggression must fail.” 
Commitment to the job of 
pacification. 
“ Our commitment to and our 
aw areness of regional coopera­ 
tion” among Asian countries. 
The hope for reconciliation 
and a peaceful settlement. 
Before Johnson spoke, West­ 
moreland was asked by one of 
the conferees if he would need 
more troops in Viet Nam. He 
replied that he would. But a top 
m ilitary 
informant explained 
later this need is due, at least 
in part, to plans to put in creas­ 
ing em phasis on clearing and 
holding areas of South Viet 
Nam for pacification and re­ 
construction. 
A stepup in what President 
Johnson calls this “ other war” 
to improve the living conditions 
of the South Vietnamese people 
and develop loyalty to the Sai­ 
gon government is said to be a 
m ajor concern of the seven al­ 
lied governments 
meeting in 
Manila. 
Allied forces in South Viet 
Nam now total slightly more 
than one 
million 
men under 
arm s, according to officials in 
Saigon, while the Communist 
arm ed strength is estim ated at 
284,000 men. 
The allied force includes 7 05,- 
000 South Vietnamese 331,000 
A m ericans, 45,000 South Ko­ 
reans 4,500 A ustralians 2,000 
Filipinos, 150 New Sealanders 
and 150 from Thailand. 
The seven government chiefs 
ended their first day’ s meeting 
shortly after 6 p.m . (6 a.m . 
EDT). They had been working, 
starting with a public session , 
since 9 a.m .

Congress Leaves Big Impact 


EDITORS’ NOTE — The im­ 
pact of bills passed by the 89th 
Congress which adjourned late 
Saturday will be felt in home­ 
town and family circles acro ss 
the land. To explore the effect 
of the congressional actions, 
this story illu strates some of 
the things the 1966 session did 
for, or to, a “ typical” family 
in a mythical American commu­ 
nity. 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
1966 session of the “ Great So­ 
ciety” Congress will have pro­ 
found impact on all Am ericans— 
their hopes and fears, 
their 
pocketbooks, their way of life. 
A stepped-up war on poverty, 
billions more for the Viet Nam 
war, sum s to stake education at 
home, a boost in the minimum 
wage, auto safety, consumer 
protection, new rem edies for 
ailing cities and public tran s­ 
portation, steps to clean up the 
air and w aters, to beautify high- 
ways — these are just a few of 
the problem s Congress tackled. 
The second session of the 89th 
Congress specifically 
au­ 
thorized Sargent Shriver, 
di­ 
rector of the war on poverty, 
to provide birth control 
de­ 
vices upon request 
of a local 
community, and 
the woman 
involved. 
To explore the effect of the 
program s enacted or extended 
this year, let’ s take a “ typical” 
family living in Beauville, a 
mythical Midwest city (pop. 15,- 
000). 
This family con sists of dad, 
who makes $10,400 a year; 


mom, who tries to make ends 
meet and save a little; Bob, 24, 
who is with the Marines in Viet 
Nam; Joe, 20, a kind of alienat­ 
ed lad who has failed to get with 
it (he got a bad conduct dis­ 
charge 
from the Army and 
doesn’t 
work; Nancy, 19, who 
attends state university, is so­ 
cially conscious, greatly inter­ 
ested in the wide world and is 
what her father fyndly calls a 
“ do gooder” ; and, last but not 
least, Poochie, a poodle. 
Some of the things the 1966 
session did for, or to, this fam i­ 
ly: 
Dad — His take-home pay 
dropped by $2.40 a week on May 
1, because the income tax with­ 
holding went up from $20.80 to 
$23.20. However, if he has $15,- 
000 in the bank or savings and 
loan, it will now be fully in­ 
sured, a s compared with the 
previous $10,000 lim it. If he's 
thinking of buying a new car in 
1968, he can expect it to be more 
“ crashwor hy.” 
Meantime, 
the 
manufactur­ 
e r s’ s excise tax on new autos 
lias gone up from 6 to 7 per 
cent, and the tax on phone calls 
from 3 to 10 per cent. As for 
creation, if dad is a sports fan, 
he can look forward to seeing 
more pro football gam es. 
Mom — The superm arket la­ 
byrinth will be a little easier to 
figure out, though not right 
away. L ab els will be easier to 
read, giant half-quarts and jum­ 
bo pounds are on their way out, 
and the air space in the top of 
the package seem s likely to di- 


minish. Mom can hope for a 
better education for Nancy, and 
for the grandchildren, if any, in 
view of $6.2 billion in aid to el­ 
ementary 
and 
secondary 
schools and $3.9 billion for col- 
leges; if she goes touring she 
will be able to see more parks; 
if the fiimily takes a cru ise, it 
will be better able to avoid a 
fire-trap ship. 
Operators of foreign liners 
must advertise whether they 
meet safety standards. If mom 
and dad are interested in a 
painless way to finance presi­ 
dential 
cam paigns, they can 
check a l>ox on their joint in­ 
come tax return and $2 will go 
into a kitty for the purpose. 
Bob — If he survives Viet 
Nam, the government will help 
stake him to a career a s a 
steam shovel operator or nu­ 
clear physicist. Under the “ cold 
war GI bill” it will pay $100 a 
month toward his subsistence 
while training — $125 if he gets 
m arried, and $ 150 if he becomes 
a Cither. This applies not only to 
Viet Nam war fighters, but all 
persons with six months or 
more service since 1955. Upon 
discharge, 
Bob can join the 
American Legion, previously 
lim ited to veterans of the two 
world w ars and Korea. 
Joe — If he shapes up and 
lives an exem plary life for three 
y ears, and if his preacher or 
other solid citizen so attests, he 
can get that bad conduct dis­ 
charge superseded by a certifi­ 
cate 
of 
rehabilitation. This

Brings 
Arrest

ROMA, Tex. (AP) — Labor 
organizer Eugene Nelson was 
arrested and dragged off the 
International Bridge at Roma 
today after he refused to order 
his dem onstrators to end their 
blockade. 
Nelson was arrested by Depu­ 
ty Raul Pena. The labor leader 
refused to get into a squad car 
and Pena and two other officers 
dragged and pulled the hefty 
Californian into the vehicle. 
After Nelson’ s arre st, the 
dem onstrators, trying to pre­ 
vent Mexican workers from en­ 
tering T exas, sat down on the 
bridge, blocking traffic. 
Attorney Randall Nye 
said 
Nelson 
was 
arrested on a 
charge of obstructing a public 
bridge and he warned all the 
dem onstrators in English and 
Spanish that they faced sim ilar 
action unless they left. 
“ Why should we when you are 
going to arre st us anyway?” 
asked 
labor organizer 
Bill 
Chandler when Nye asked the 
group to get up and let traffic 
p ass. 
After Nelson was loaded into 
the squad car, Nye told Pena to 
take him to the justice of peace 
in Rio Grande City and “ then 
come back and get some m ore.” 
Mexican 
police 
moved out 
onto the bridge, forcing the 
dem onstrators to c ro ss the half­ 
way mark of the bridge back 
into T exas. The Mexican police 
were brought onto the bridge 
after Nelson, Chandler and the 
others defied Starr County au­ 
thorities by retreating into Mex­ 
ico when Pena ordered them off 
the bridge. 
Pena reached acro ss the bor­ 
der and grabbed Chandler, pull­ 
ing him to the floor of the 
bridge, but the labor organizer 
wrestled free from the deputy 
and retreated toward Mexico. 
Chandler said the action was 
being taken to prevent “ strike­ 
breakers 
from crossing 
the 
bridge.” 
“ Green 
card ers,” Mexican 
nationals, cro ss into Texas to 
work on farm s 
The move was part of a cam ­ 
paign which began this sum m er 
to get higher wages for laborers 
who gather the valley’s 
fruit 
and vegetable crops. 
The dem onstrators say 
they 
are being paid wages ranging 
from 40 cents to $1 an hour. 
They are campaigning 
for a 
state minimum wage law 
of 
$1.25 an hour. 
Texas has no 
minimum wage law. 
After a few minutes on 
the 
bridge, the dem onstratiors be­ 
gan letting cars carrying tour­ 
ists through their lines. 
Mexican police once escorted 
som e pedestrians to the middle 
of the bridge, but returned to 
the Mexican side when the dem­ 
onstrators would not part to let 
them through. 


Sheppard May Not Take Stand

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Samuel H. Sheppard's lawyer 
hinted today that the form er 
osteopath may not take the wit­ 
ness stand at his murder re­ 
trial, or even offer 
any evi­ 
dence. 
Sheppard, 42, is being retried 
by a U £ . Supreme Court man­ 
date after serving nine years in 
prison for the 1954 slaying of his 
wife, Marilyn. 
When the first prospective 
juror was summoned at the 
opening of the trial today, de­ 
fense attorney F . Lee Bailey 
asked: 
“ If the defendant did not testi­ 
fy would you feel that was any 
indication that he had som e­ 
thing to hide?” 
When the prospective juror 
Alan Severs, replied in the neg­ 
ative, Bailey asked: 
“ If at the end of the state's 
case, the defense says nothing 
and presents nothing would this 
indicate to you that he had 
something to hide?” 
“ No,” replied Severs, 38, a 
bachelor who works for a firm 
manufacturing 
truck 
equip­ 
ment. 
Severs was tem porarily seat­ 


ed as a juror by Common Pleas 
Judge Fran cis J . Talty, despite 
Bailey’ s objection that the panel 
member had been subjected to 
“ general exposure” to the case 
through news media. 
Sheppard cam e to the second- 
floor courtroom shortly before 
9 a.m . looking relaxed. 
The defense had sought 
in 
vain to have his new trial tran s­ 
ferred out of Cleveland. How­ 
ever, Talty directed that the 
case proceed to the extent of 
determining whether an im par­ 
tial jury can be selected here. 
A panel of 15 women and nine 
men was summoned for exam i­ 
nation. Sheppard half rose and 
bowed in their direction when 
Talty introduced him along with 
the opposing law yers. 
The prospects heard a reading 
of the second-degree murder 
indictment which charges that 
on July 4,1954, Sheppard, then a 
practicing 
osteopath, “ unlaw­ 
fully, purposely and m alicious­ 
ly killed Marilyn Sheppard.” 
The indictment does not in­ 
clude the element of prem edita­ 
tion a s it did in the first trial, 
when Sheppard could have been 
sentenced to the electric chair.

ABERFAN, Wales (AP) — 
Shouting “ They killed our chil­ 
dren!” 
bereaved 
parents 
brought uproar today to an in­ 
quest for young victim s of the 
coal slag slide that buried Abe r- 
fan's village school. 


A man whose wife and two 
sons were killed in Friday’ s 
“ black glacier” told the cor­ 
oner to record a verdict 
of 
“ buried alive by the National 
Coal Board.” 
The board, which runs B rit­ 
ain 's state-owned m ines, has 
been accused of neglect in a l­ 
lowing the giant slag heap to 
grow to the point where it col­ 
lapsed. 
To date, 143 bodies have been 
recovered, all but 17 of them 
children. 


Sixty parents were present at 
the inquest for the first 34 vic­ 
tim s identified. In the uproar, 
women railed out: “ They' killed 
our children.” 
Coroner Benjamin Hamilton 
tried to calm the distraught 
mothers and fathers by saying: 
“ I know your grief is such that 
you may not realize what you 
a re saying.” 


He reminded the parents “ an 
inquiry will be held at a later 
date when you will tie able to 
voice your grievances.” 
One father, his face twisted in 
sorrow, replied: “ We had an 
inquiry on Friday night when 
we stood and saw our children 
m urdered.” 
Under British law, inquests on 
all violent deaths are held a s 
soon a s possible after the event. 
Officials estimated that more 
than 50 others were still under 
the waste and slim e that 
de­ 
scended on the village school 
Friday from the man - made 
mountain of coal mine refuse. 
V illagers say local 
govern­ 
ment and mining authorities ig­ 
nored repeated com plaints that 
the slag heap - known a s 
a 
coal tip — was dangerous. 
One 
factor was extrem ely 
heavy rainfall, and there also 
was an underground spring in 
the heart of the mountain. Rob- 
ert Price, chief geologist of the 
National Coal Board, said the 
water apparently had built up 
and caused an eruption like a 
water bomb which burst.

The “Get Out the Vote” campaigns are be­ 
ginning as November approaches. One attractive 
leaflet is entitled “Just One Vote” and is aimed 
squarely at^the eligible voters who stay away 
from the polls. 
And they amount to a dis­ 
gracefully large number. In 1960, a presidential 
election year, more than a third of the voters 
failed to exercise their right of franchise—a 
right which is at the very heart of repre­ 
sentative government and a free society. 
In 
the off-year elections of 1962 the showing was 
worse still, with more than half of the eligible 
voters staying away from the polls. 
How important is one vote? 
It can actually 
determine the result. 
In recent elections, a 
mayor, a city treasurer, a councilman and a 
state legislator won office by just that margin. 
And, moving up the ladder, the late President 
Kennedy’s plurality in 1960 was less than one 
vote per precinct. 
His margin of victory was 
less than 120,000 votes out of almost 69 million 
cast. 
So much for facts and figures. Another point 
needs stressing. 
The country doesn’t need 
“Just Voters’*. 
It needs “ Informed Voters” 
—men and women who study the issues and the 
positions of the candidates, all the way from 
town and country to Capitol Hill and the White 
House and know exactly what they are voting 
for. 
So—vote, and vote intelligently for the people 
and the principles you believe in.

ALIENATED YOUTH 
The beatnik kid, the protest marcher, the sul­ 
len delinquent, the ghetto rioter, the intellectual 
recluse, the new-left radical—all of 
these 
manifest in different ways an alienation from 
society as a whole. 
Certain features of their 
states of mind are so similar that probably 
all are affected by the same currents in the 
society of our day. This would mean that even 
the non-alienated kids—those who succeed in 
accommodating themselves to the demands of 
the social order —may be affected to some de­ 
gree by these alienating influences. 
{""TttE"'flnttertytng teatnte of all alienation among 
the adult. 
While youth 
throw off control by its 
elders, the new ways of youth have usually 
represented a continuity with those of the past. 
Today’s alienated youth seem to seek a sharper 
and more fundamental break. 
The slogan of the student rebellion two years 
ago at the University of California in Berkeley- 
“Never trust anyone over 30” —found a response 
far beyond the borders of that or any other 
campus in the nation. 
“ The pre-World War 
n students...simpl) 
anted a ‘piece of 
the 
action.’ as Lewis Yablonsky, put it. “ The new- 
alienated reject all that American culture of­ 
fers.” 
The anti-adult attitude is especially strong when 
authority is manifested in an institutional form. 
Youth turns its fire on the “ establishment,” the 
“power structure,” the “collegebureaucracy,” 
the “ rat race” of working to get ahead on a 
job and keeping up with payments on a home 
mortgage. Even the government welfare system, 
for which radicals of the past fought so hard, 
is regarded by today’s young rebels as one 
more institutional straitjacket smothering the 
individual. 
In a society like ours, writes Kenneth Kenis- 
ton in his new book, The Uncommitted, “ alien­ 
ation (among the young) characteristically takes 
the new form of rebellion without a cause, of 
rejection without a program, of refusal of what 
is without a vision of what should be.” Others 
have noted the absence of an ideology even 
among the radicals of the new left. 
Rebellious youth is apparently so antagonistic 
to the institutions of the larger society that it 
fears to institutionalize its own revolt. Having 
suffered impersonal pressures for conformity 
emanating from the approved institutions of 
the “establishment,” the rebellious young have 
little desire to create new pressures for con­ 
formity even to dissident positions. 
To put it more simply, the young prefer to 
act on their own rather than as part of a group. 
One result of the passion for individual freedom 
of action has been a looseness of organization 
structure in groups formed to condemn some 
aspect of the social order. The largest of the 
protesting campus organizations, Students for 
a Democratic Society, has been described as 
“ an amorphous grouping of loosely affiliated 
chapters.” 
Even the delinquent of the slums is developing 
a form of alienation which rejects organiza­ 
tional or emotional ties with his fellows. Many 
city workers report a decline in gang organi­ 
zation in the very period of rising juvenile 
violence in the streets. 
A united Nations re­ 
port on youth organizations noted anti-organi­ 
zation sentiment even among youths willing to 
engage in social action work. -“Among the young 
of today...(in) all our countries,” the U. N. 
report stated, “ there is a tendency for more 
to be done on a non-team—and sometimes even 
an ‘anti-team’—basis.” 


Those who have searched for the reasons for 
the spread of alienation among youth invariably 
cite the rapidity of change in the modern world, 
the growing reliance on technology, the threat 
of world destruction from nuclear war, the draft, 
the pressure on students to “ make the grade,” 
the emphasis on high consumption of material 
goods, and so on. 
These factors are said to 
generate anxiety in young people who fear 
responsibilities of adulthood in so complex, 
demanding, impersonal and hazardous a social 
order. 
Youth’s egotism is another factor. He resists 
the loss of personal identity in the 
large 
university, the corporation, the mass army, or 
whatever arm of the social machine that seems 
outstretched to grab him. 
Among analyzers and commentators dealing 
with the alienation phenomenon there are few 
optimists. 
Yet some find hopeful evidence of 
an awakening of youth to a concern for the 
quality of the life of the individual 
in the 
difficult years ahead. 
The author Michael 
Harrington has hailed “the emergence of a 
personally committed generation seeking basic 
social change.” 
From this angle, youth’s ex­ 
pression of its alienation—often antic and at­ 
tention-getting—may be viewed as a reaching 
out for meaningful connections with society.

LASER IS FINGER 
ON EARTH’S PULSE 
There seem to be no limits 
to the potential of the laser, 
that intense beam of man-made 
light created in the laboratory 
only a few years ago. 
One possibility that could be an 
incalculable boon to mankind is 
to use the laser to predict earth­ 
quakes. 
For the past two years, phy­ 
sicists from the Boeing Scien­ 
tific Research Laboratories in 
Seattle have been successfully 


measuring 
movement 
along 
earth faults in California, us­ 
ing a laser beam in a specially 
designed interferometer. 
The 
device works by meas­ 
uring the difference in phase of 
a light wave crossing a fault 
from that of a beam which does 
not cross it. It 
can detect 
movements of the earth of less 
than a millionth of a centi­ 
meter. Even small measure­ 
ments 
may become possible. 
Build-up of these infinitestimal 
strains is thought to precede a 
major shift of the earth’s crust 
along a fault line. 
There are 20,000 
miles of 
major faults 
around 
the Pa­ 
cific Ocean alone. 
Another 
zone extends 
from the West 
Indies all the way across the 
Atlantic, the Mediterranean and 
Asia to the East Indies. 
It 
was a massive shifting of 
the earth at a point along this 
line that took some 3,000 lives 
in Turkey recently. 
Fortunately, 
such disasters 
are relatively infrequent. Only 
about 1,000 out of the 500,000 
temblors detected by seismo­ 
graph stations around 
the 
world 
each year are severe

WASHINGTON 
- President 
Johnson held two confidential 
talks before he left Washington 
which will probably influence 
the 
course of events at 
the 
Mamila 
Summit 
Conference 
opening today. 
One was a 
telephone 
con­ 
versation with former Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, who from Get­ 
tysburg wishedLBJgoodluckon 
his trip. Johnson 
had called 
Eisenhower to say goodbye and 
Ike in turn spent some time 
explaining that his recent state­ 
ment 
suggesting the use of 
atomic weapons to end the Viet 
Nam war had been misunder­ 
stood. 
All he had meant to say, Ike 
told LBJ, was that the United 
States should never foreclose 
the 
use of nuclear weapons. 
He recalled to the President 
that 
they had agreed in pre­ 
vious discussions that 
the 
United States should hold the 
nuclear threat over Red China 
as a 
deterrent to keep her 
from 
throwing her massive 
manpower into Viet Nam. And 
the former President assured 
the President that he had only 
intended by his recent state­ 
ment to support that policy. 
Since Johnson 
has been un­ 
der some pressure from Re­ 
publicans to use atomic weapons 
to end the war in a hurry, 
Eisenhower’s 
statement will 
tend to influence Johnson to­ 
ward a 
moderate policy at 
Manila. 
The second talk, with 
Vice 
President Humphrey and Am­ 
bassador 
Arthur 
Goldberg, 
should be even more influen­ 
tial in veering Johnson toward 
a 
moderate course in Manila. 
Both men urged the President 
not to disrupt the thaw between 
the United States and Russia 
be escalating the Viet Nam war. 
They had in mind that the Pres­ 
ident 
had just made a 
most 
important 
speech 
outlining 
the reduction of 
trade bar­ 
riers, 
the 
extension 
of 
credits to 
European 
Com­ 
munist nations, and the starting 
of the new New York - Moscow 
airline. And they remindedLBJ 
that the last period of better 
relations 
between the USA- 
USSR was spoiled when he gave 
the order to bomb North Viet 
Nam. 
RED RUSSIAN FACES 
The first bomb fell one day 


after 
Premier Alexei Kosy­ 
gin had arrived in Hanoi; and 
when the 
United States later 
asked Russia to help end the 
Viet Nam war, the Russians 
reminded 
us that this 
was 
exactly what Kosygin was trying 
to do but we bombed 
North 
Viet Nam. This had made Kosy­ 
gin look so foolish, the Russians 
said, that he could no longer 
advocate a Viet Nam truce. If 
we had only held off the bomb­ 
ing until Kosygin’s departure, 
the 
Russians contended, they 
would not have looked so ridic­ 
ulous. 
In view of all this, Humphrey 
and Goldberg advised the Presi- 
that this would be exactly the 
wrong 
moment to step up the 
war. They knew, of course, that 
Premier Ky of South Viet Nam 
and Premier Thanom of Thai­ 
land were going to urge escala­ 
tion. If we follow their advice, 
the Russians once again would 
interpret this as pulling 
the 
peace rug right out from under 
them 
just 
as 
Johnson had 
pleaded with Foreign Minister 
Gromyko to use his good of­ 
fices with North Viet Nam for 
peace. 
RUSSIAN PEACE OVERTURES 
What Vice President Humph­ 
rey and Ambassador Goldberg 
were referring to was a signifi­ 
cant piece of history largely 
revealed by the Chinese in a 
series of documents made pub­ 
lic 
in order to prove 
their 
contention that Russia 
was 
the “Stooge of the Imperialist 
Americans.” 
The Chinese documents show 
that in January, 1965, the Soviet 
government had passed 
two 
requests on behalf of the United 
States to North Viet Nam: First, 
that North Viet Nam stop send­ 
ing weapons to the Viet Cong; 
second, that Viet Cong 
be 
ordered 
to stop 
attacking 
South Vietnamese cities. 
On February 
4, Premier 
Kosygin, only in office three 
months, went to Peking as a 
peace emissary. According to 
the 
Chinese official report: 
“ Kosygin stressed the need to 
help the United States ’find a 
way out* of Viet nam.” 
The Chinese were cool; so 
Kosygin proceeded on 
to 
Hanoi, arriving there on Febru­ 
ary 6. One day later President 
Johnson ordered the first bomb­ 
ing on North Viet Nam. The

DELEGATING VOTING POWER 
IN THE PRECINCT 
A wise provision in 
the 
ALPACA Constitution provides 
that those voting in precincts 
will vote for delegates rather 
than office-holders. 
While 
choosing among their acquain­ 
tances or those of close friends 
they will elect executive dele^ 
gates, legislative delegates and 
judicial delegates. 
Their acquaintances with po­ 
tential “ delegates” will enable 
them to judge which of the dele­ 
gates they choose for 
a posi­ 
tion enabling them to be effec­ 
tive in the executive field, which 
ones are temperamentally fitted 
for the legislature and which 
would know more about judi­ 
cial processes than others. 
The winners will select the 
office-holders, if any, within the 
precinct level, and will in turn 
vote for the three different type 
of delegates to attend 
and 
comprise a college constituted 
by delegates from 
about fifty 
precincts. 
The delegates in the first col­ 
lege 
will 
employ the office­ 
holders at that level, and choose 
delegates for each of the three 
main branches of government 
who will attend the next higher 
college comprised of delegates 
from the primary college rep­ 
resenting about 250 precincts. 
Again, this second college will 
designate 
the 
office-holders 
needed at that level and also 
elect delegates to attend and 
comprise what may be the top 
college which is empowered to 
choose 
the 
highest officers 
governing 
the 
nation. 
The 
highest college will also elect 
vacancy committees for three 
of the branches of government. 
The ALPACA Constitution at 
present contemplates a “ mili­ 
tary branch of government.” it 
is quite likely that any country 
adopting a new Constitution will 
decide that the Executive De­ 
partment should control 
the 
armed forces and that the mili­ 
tary branch will only be sub­ 
sidiary to, and a branch of, the 
Executive Department.

Russians were furious. When 
I visited Moscow one month 
later, they told me that they

barrassed. The Chinese, they 
said, were now taunting them 
with the charge: “ We told you 
so.

They don’t believe in coexis­ 
tence.” 
PERSEVERING PEACE ENVOY 
According to the 
Chinese 
documents, however, Kosygin, 
despite 
this embarrassment, 
did persevere in trying to end 
the hostilities between North 
and South Viet Nam. 
“ On February 
16, 1965,” 
continues the Chinese report, 
“the day after Kosygin’s re­ 
turn 
to Moscow, the Soviet 
government officially put 
be­ 
fore North Viet Nam and Chi­ 
na a proposal to convene anew 
international conference on In- 
do - China without prior condi­ 
tions. 
“ On February 23, disregard­ 
ing 
the stand that the North 
Vietnamese 
government 
had 
taken against this proposal and 
without waiting for a reply from 
China, the new leaders of the 
Soviet Communist party dis­ 
cussed the question of calling 
the above - mentioned 
in­ 
ternational conference with the 
President of France through 
the Soviet 
Ambassador 
to 
France.” 
TTiese efforts were rebuffed 
by Red China and North 
Viet 
Nam, and ever since that time 
the Russians have made 
it 
clear to the state department 
that they are loath to be put in 
the position of being criticized 
by the Chinese 
for 
being 
once again ” stooges for the im­ 
perialist Americans.” 
President Johnson 
has re­ 
ceived no definite word as 
a 
result of his talks with For- 
eight 
Minister Gromyko two 
weeks ago as to whether 
the 
Russians will make 
another 
peace try. But there have been 
a 
few private hints from the 
Kremlin 
that Soviet reaction 
Is favorable - despite 
the 
negative public statement 
by 
Communist 
party secretary 
Breshnev. 
These are some of the impor­ 
tant backstage diplomatic fac­ 
tors which will influence Pres­ 
ident Johnson as he sits at the 
conference table in Manila.

Reuther's 
or­ 
ganizers trot the world. They 
supply films. They hand out 
movie projectors. 
They dis­ 
tribute literature in Arabic and 
Japanese. 
They run underground opera­ 
tions in Africa. They finance 
undercover 
activities inside 
Spain. 
Still, the rusty • haired lead­ 
er of the 
1,500,000-member 
United 
Auto Workers 
wants 
more freedom of action. He 
feels the activities of 
his 
UAW 
International Affairs 
Dept., directed by his militant 
younger brother Victor, 
are 
too restricted by the policies 
of the national AFL-CIO. He 
believes these policies, 
de­ 
veloped under the leadership 
of its president, George Meany, 
don’t compromise sufficiently 
with the necessities of coexis­ 
tence. 
“ Walter,” for example, 
be­ 
lieves there can be no 
real 
military victory in Viet Nam. 
“ Victor” is bitterly opposed 
to President Johnson’s policies 
in 
South 
Viet Nam. “ Mr. 
Meany” stands solidly - with 
a solidity the Rock of Gibralter 
now wishes it had - behind the 
President. 
So Reuther has called for a 
showdown inside labor’s high 
command over the AFL-CIO’s 
foreign policy. The Detroiter 
wants a complete review ofthe 
national headquarter’s Depart­ 
ment of International Affairs’ 
attitudes and activities - which 
Victor Reuther says are linked 
with the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 
That showdown, undoubtedly 
highly decibel, will come some­ 
time early in the week ofNov.

here. 
Labor’s 
national 
Executive Council is scheduled 
to meet that Monday morning. 
Reuther 
reportedly wants the 
sessions to run three days.

KNOW WHAT YOU’RE VOTING FOR 
The “ Get Out the Vote” campaigns are be­ 
ginning as November approaches. One attractive 
leaflet is entitled “ Just One Vote” and is aimed 
squarely at^the eligible voters who stay away 
from the polls. 
And they amount to a d is­ 
gracefully large number. In 1960, a presidential 
election year, more than a third of the voters 
failed to exercise their right of franchise—a 
right which is at the very heart of re p re ­ 
sentative government and a free society. 
In 
the off-year elections of 1962 the showing was 
w orse still, with more than half of the eligible 
voters staying away from the polls. 
How' im portant is one vote? 
It can actually 
determ ine the result. 
In recent elections, a 
mayor, a city tre asu rer, a councilman and a 
state legislator won office by just that m argin. 
And, moving up the ladder, the late President 
Kennedy’s plurality in 1960 was less than one 
vote per precinct. 
His m argin of victory was 
less than 120,000 votes out of almost 69 million 
cast.

stressing. 
The country doesn’t need 
“ Just V oters” . 
It needs “ Informed V oters” 
—men and women who study the issues and the 
positions of the candidates, all the way from 
town and country to Capitol Hill and the White 
House and know exactly what they are voting 
for.

While youth 
has always sough! rn throw off control by its 
elders, the new ways of youth have usually 
represented a continuity with those of the past. 
Today’s alienated youth seem to seek a sharper 
and m ore fundamental break. 
The slogan of the student rebellion two y ears 
ago at the University of California in B erkeley- 
“ Never tru st anyone over 30” —found a response 
far beyond the borders of that or any other 
campus in the nation. 
“ The pre-W orld War 
H students...simply 
anted a ‘piece of 
the 
action.’ as Lewis Yablon»ky, put it. “ The new- 
alienated reject all that American culture of­ 
fe rs .” 
The anti-adult attitude is especially strong when 
authority is manifested in an institutional form . 
Youth turns its fire on the “ establishm ent,” the 
“ power stru ctu re,” the “ collegebureaucracy,” 
the “ rat ra c e ” of working to get ahead on a 
job and keeping up with payments on a home 
m ortgage. Even the governm ent welfare system , 
for which radicals of the past fought so hard, 
is regarded by today’s young rebels as one 
more institutional straitjacket sm othering the 
individual. 
In a society like ours, w rites Kenneth K enis- 
ton in his new book, The Uncommitted, “ alien­ 
ation (among the young) characteristically takes 
the new form of rebellion without a cause, of 
rejection without a program , of refusal of what 
is without a vision of what should be.” Others 
have noted the absence of an ideology even 
among the radicals of the new left. 
Rebellious youth is apparently so antagonistic 
to the institutions of the larg er society that it 
fears to institutionalize its own revolt. Having 
suffered im personal p ressu res for conformity 
emanating from the approved institutions of 
the “ establishm ent,” the rebellious young have 
little d esire to create new p ressu res for con­ 
formity even to dissident positions. 
To put it more simply, the young prefer to 
act on their own rather than as part of a group. 
One resu lt of the passion for individual freedom 
of action has been a looseness of organization 
structure in groups form ed to condemn some 
aspect of the social o rd er. The largest of the 
protesting campus organizations, Students for 
a D em ocratic Society, has been described as 
“ an am orphous grouping of loosely affiliated 
chapters.” 
Even the delinquent of the slum s is developing 
a form of alienation which rejects organiza­ 
tional or emotional ties with his fellows. Many 
city w orkers report a decline in gang organi­ 
zation in the very period of rising juvenile 
violence in the streets. 
A united Nations re ­ 
port on youth organizations noted anti-organi­ 
zation sentim ent even among youths willing to 
engage in social action work. “ Among the young 
of today...(in) all our countries,” the U. N. 
report stated, “ there is a tendency for m ore 
to be done on a non-team —and som etim es even 
an ‘anti-team ’—b asis.” 


Those who have searched for the reasons for 
the spread of alienation among youth invariably 
cite the rapidity of change in the modern world, 
the growing reliance on technology, the threat 
of world destruction from nuclear war, the draft, 
the p re ssu re on students to “ make the grade,” 
the em phasis on high consumption of m aterial 
goods, and so on. 
These factors are said to 
generate anxiety in young people who fear 
responsibilities of adulthood in so complex, 
demanding, im personal and hazardous a social 
order. 
Youth’s egotism is another factor. He re sists 
the loss of personal identity in the 
large 
university, the corporation, the m ass arm y, or 
w hatever arm of the social machine that seem s 
outstretched to grab him. 
Among analyzers and com m entators dealing 
with the alienation phenomenon there are few 
optim ists. 
Yet some find hopeful evidence of 
an awakening of youth to a concern for the 
quality of the life of the individual 
in the 
difficult years ahead. 
The author Michael 
Harrington has hailed “ the em ergence of a 
personally committed generation seeking basic 
social change.” 
From this angle, youth’s ex­ 
pression of its alienation--often antic and at­ 
tention-getting—may be viewed as a reaching 
out for meaningful connections with society.

Johnson held two confidential 
talks before he left Washington 
which will probably influence

course of events at the 
Manilla 
Summit 
Conference 
opening today. 
One was a 
telephone 
con­ 
versation with former Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, who from Get­ 
tysburg wishedLBJgoodluckon 
his trip. Johnson 
had called 
Eisenhower to say goodbye and 
Ike in turn spent some time 
explaining that his recent state­ 
ment 
suggesting the use of 
atomic weapons to end the Viet 
Nam war Iud been misunder­ 
stood. 
All he iud meant to say, Ike 
told LBJ, was that the United 
States should never foreclose 
the 
use of nuclear weapons. 
He recalled to the President 
that 
they had agreed in pre­ 
vious discussions that 
the 
United States should hold the 
nuclear threat over Red China 
as a 
deterrent to keep her 
from 
throwing her massive 
manpower into Viet Nam. And 
tile former President assured 
the President that he had only 
intended by his recent state­ 
ment to support Hut policy. 
Since Johnson 
has been un­ 
der some pressure from Re­ 
publicans to use atomic weapons 
to end the war in a hurry, 
Eisenhower’s 
statement will 
tend to influence johnson to­

Tile first bomb fell one day

United States later 
asked Russia to help end the 
Viet Nam war, the Russians 
reminded 
us that this 
was 
exactly what Kosygin was trying 
to do but we bombed 
North 
Viet Nam. This Iud made Kosy­ 
gin look so foolish, the Russians 
said, that he could no longer 
advocate a Viet Nam truce. If 
we Iud only held off the bomb­ 
ing until Kosygin's departure, 
the 
Russians contended, they 
would not have looked so ridic­ 
ulous. 
In view of all this, Humphrey 
and Goldberg advised the Prest-

RUSSIAN PEACE OVERTURES 
What Vice President Humph­ 
rey and Ambassador Goldberg 
were referring to was a signifi­ 
cant piece of history largely 
revealed by the Chinese in a 
series at documents made pub­ 
lic 
in order to prove 
their 
contention that Russia 
was 
the “Stooge of the Imperialist 
Americans." 
The Chinese documents show 
that in January, 1965, the Soviet 
government had passed 
two 
requests on behalf of the United 
States to North Viet Nam: First, 
that North Viet Nam stop send­ 
ing weapons to the Viet Cong; 
second, that Viet Cong 
be 
ordered 
to stop 
attacking 
South Vietnamese cities. 
On February 
4, Premier 
Kosygin, only in office three 
months, 
went to Peking as a 
peace emissary.

DELEGATING VOTING POWER 
IN THE PRECINCT 
A 
wise 
provision 
in 
the 
ALPACA Constitution provides 
that those voting in precincts 
will vote for delegates rather 
than 
office-holders. 
While 
choosing among their acquain­ 
tances or those of close friends 
they will elect executive dele^ 
gates, legislative delegates and 
judicial delegates. 
Their acquaintances with po­ 
tential “ delegates" will enable 
them to judge which of the dele- 
gates they choose for 
a posi­ 
tion enabling them to be effec­ 
tive in the executive field, which 
ones are temperamentally fitted 
for the legislature and which 
would know more about judi­ 
cial processes than others. 
The winners will select the 
office-holders, if any, within the 
precinct level, and will in turn 
vote for the three different type 
of delegates to attend 
and 
comprise a college constituted 
by delegates from 
about fifty 
precincts. 
The delegates in the first col­ 
lege 
will 
employ the office­ 
holders at that level, and choose 
delegates for each of the three 
main branches of government 
who will attend the next higher 
college comprised of delegates 
from the primary college rep­ 
resenting about 250 precincts. 
Again, this second college will 
designate 
the 
office-holders 
needed at that level and also 
elect delegates to attend and 
comprise what may be the top 
college which is empowered to 
choose 
the 
highest officers 
governing 
the 
nation. 
The 
highest college will also elect 
vacancy committees for three 
of tile branches of government. 
The ALPACA Constitution at 
present contemplates a “ mili­ 
tary branch of government.” it 
is quite likely that any country 
adopting a new Constitution will 
decide that the Executive De­ 
partment should control 
the 
armed forces and that the mili­ 
tary branch will only be sub­ 
sidiary to, and a branch of, the 
Executive Department.

Magna Carta and the 
Rule of Law 


The origins of the political 
crisis which 
culminated in 
Magna 
Carta are fairly clear. 
King John's unsuccessful war 
to recover his inheritance in 
Normandy was vastly expen­ 
sive; the 
methods he used to 
collect 
the money he needed 
were held 
to be oppressive 
and tyrannical; he took ruth­ 
less action against defaulters 
and against his own 
personal 
enemies; there was little or no 
redress against 
these 
grie­ 
vances. In the 
end 
John's 
baronial opponents denounced 
his conduct of government as 
unjust and contrary to law, and 
his actions as emanating from 
the personal will of 
a tyrant. 
Yet the great growth of gov­ 
ernmental power in England in 
the Norman and Angevin age, 
of which John's reign was only 
the culmination, had been 
an 
achievement above all of per­ 
sonal monarchy. John's per­ 
sonal government, his will too 
often manifested as malevolen- 
tia, precipitated a crisis. The 
effects of his rule was obvious 
and often piteous, yet there was 
little his opponents could do to 
defend themselves. They 
de­ 
nounced his actions as tyranni- 
cal, yet with what could they 
contrast iu® tyranny? 
There was earlier unofficial 
compilations, like the so-called 
"Laws of St. Edward" 
and 
*l>aws of Henry I,” for 
in- 
stance, which had in a sense 
limits to the exercise of royal 


authority, but there was little in 
them to which the barons could 
appeal in attacking John's gov­ 
ernment. There 
was also a 
vaguer, but none the less deep­ 
ly ingrained, tradition, shared 
by king and barons alike, that 
the king was bound by his oath 
to rule justly, to uphold the law 


and the customs of the realm, 
and to consult his most 
im­ 
portant subjects on matters of 
moment. But in what did justice 
consist? What were the law and 
the customs of the realm, and 
what did consultation and con­ 
sent involve? John had found 
little difficulty in conducting 
himself within these vague and 
undefined limits, and 
the 
barons had no answer to these 
questions, nothing to protect 
their interests, except a 
few 
documents, such as the Corona, 
tion Charter of Henry I, which 
had set limits to royal action 
in dealing with feudal incidents, 
and a 
rather 
fluid body of 
precedents which had grownup 
pari passu with the growth of 
Angevin administration. 
Thus 
the baronial rebellion 
against King 
John raised two 
fundamental issues: Should the 
power of government in general 
be confined by specific rules 
which defined 
and limited its 
competence, and should 
the 
power of government in partic­ 
ular to deal with the persons, 
property, and liberty of 
the 
subject be limited by the obiiga- 
tion 
to vest that action in due 
process of law? Magna Carta 
sought to answer both questions 
in 
the affirmative. Maitland 
pointed out a long time ago that 
one of the most remarkable 
features 
of the Cha rter was its 
length; the barons 
reviewed 
almost every aspect of John's 
policy and laid down a long list 
of specific restraints upon his 
freedom of action. The Charter 
established a framework of spe­ 
cific 
law within which rela­ 
tions between the king and his 
subjects were to be conducted; 
it laid down rules for the ad­ 
ministration of justice and the 
conduct of royal officials. "For 
in brief," said Maitland, the 
Charter means "that 
the king 
is and shall be below the law."

"The people of America can 
only conclude that the Presi­ 
dent has again knuckled under 
to the compulsory unionism de­ 
mands of top labor bosses, and 
that these demands will con­ 
tinue to carry more weight with 
the President than the strong 
desire for voluntary unionism 
expressed over and over again 
by an overwhelming majority of 
the American people," Larson 
said. 
"This action by the Presi­ 
dent should lay to rest for all 
time any speculation that he 
was less than deadly serious in 
his attempt to repeal Section 
14(b) of the Taft - Hartley Act 
in the last 
Session of Con­ 
gress," Larson said. "The re­ 
peal of Section 14(b) would have 
nullified existing Right to Work 
laws in 19 states, laws which 
guarantee freedom of choice 
to the working men and women 
of those states." 
"Only two months ago, in a 
speech at the University 
of 
Rhode Island, 
the President 
said: ‘If there is a single word 
that describes our form of so­ 
ciety, it may be the word "volun- 
tary. . . the 
tremendous pros­ 
perity we enjoy and the personal 
liberty we cherish, are at least 
good evidence that the system 
works.' 
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"The President's veto of the 
Guam Right to Work BUI has 
shown that he is against volun­ 
tary choice for the workers of 
Guam, and his efforts toward 
the repeal of Section 14(b) show 
that he is against voluntary 
choice for the working men and 
women of every other state and 
territory," Larson said. 
"President Johnson's Right to 
Work veto proves to the people 
of Guam 
that they were not in 
actuality given autonomy 
as 
publicized by the government 
with the passage by Congress 
of the Guam 
Organic Act in 
1950," Larson said, "but that 
autonomy exists only so long 
as the people of Guam, through 
their elected representatives, 
act and vote along the lines 
accepted by the Administra­ 
tion in Washington." 
"The Guam Right to Work 
Bill, had it become law, would 
have done only one thing: it 
would have guaranteed volun­ 
tary unionism. It would not have 
interferred in any way with 
legitimate union activity and 
it did not restrict the right of 
employees to organize

bargain collectively with their 
employers. It merely protected 
the right of 
individuals 
to 
choose 
either membership or 
non - membership in 
labor 
unions. 
"The President's 
veto of 
the Guam Right to Work Bill is 
another evU omen of the in­ 
creasing power and dictatorial 
designs of the wealthy union 
bosses. It is an omen which the 
people of the country should re­ 
member as they go to the polls 
on November 8, in many cases 
to decide between opponents and 
supporters of 
voluntary un­ 
ionism.”

New Effort to Update 
Govern mental 
Woes on Ballot

CITY (AP) — 
It may have been good enough 
for 1878 but it isn't good enough 
for 1966. 
That's the reason Nov. 8 gen­ 
eral election voters will 
be 
faced with a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment—the latest in 
a long series of home rule ef­ 
forts to solve the growing gov­ 
ernmental problems in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. 
Back in 1878, voters agreed to 
set the St. Louis city limits at 
Skinder Boulevard, then known 
as Skiner Swamp. 
Legend has it that the reason 
was Skiner was a full day's 
buggy ride from the riverfront. 
Nobody in those days could en­ 
vision a city getting any bigger 
than that. 
At 
that time the county's 
population was estimated at 30,- 
000 and the taxable valuation at 
$22 million. 
Today the population is esti­ 
mated at over 891,000-the larg­ 
est voting unit in the state — 
and the assessed valuation is 
over $2 billi6n. The county has 
surpassed the city in population. 
Thus the city boundary is a r­ 
bitrarily fixed by a limit set In 
horse and buggy days. It can­ 
not expand even though the sit­ 
uation is entirely different. 
The city is hemmed in and 
cannot grow. The county lias 
mushroomed until now it has 
almost 100 separate incorporat­ 
ed towns and cities. 
And the resulting government­ 
al situation is chaotic. 
Traffic, law enforcement, fire 
protection, 
health, 
education 
and many other governmental 
functions overlap, conflict and 


confuse. Taxation is a hodge­ 
podge. 
The 1945 Constitution gave the 
city and county four ways to 
solve these problems. The city 
and county could merge, the 
city could annex into the coun­ 
ty, the county could engulf the 
city or a metropolitan district 
could be formed—all with voter 
approval. 
Since then 
many attempts 
have been made to solve the in­ 
creasingly complex problems 
within this constitutional frame­ 
work. All have failed. 
Some of these attempts have 
been local, some have required 
legislative and statewide ap­ 
proval. 
The last statewide vote was in 
1962, when a city-county merger 
plan was put on the ballot by 
initiative petition. It called for 
a new charter and lost over­ 
whelmingly, 
217,744 to 633,- 
011. 
The 1963 legislature turned 
down a so-called "m etro" plan 
which would have allowed the 
city and county to join in mu­ 
tual services. It didn't get to 
first base in the legislatureand 
never got on the ballot. 
In January, 1965, an interim 
study committee on metropoli­ 
tan economic conditions pointed 
out the existing constitutional 
methods had not proved broad 
enough to solve the growing 
problems. 
The committee, headed by 
Sen. Maurice Sehechter, 
D- 
Creve Coeur, said: 
"The complexities of modern 
living as experienced in this 
sector of our state have pro­ 
duced serious needs which are 


not readily solved by any of 
these named methods. 
"The greatest possible flexi­ 
bility in dealing with the gov­ 
ernmental problems of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area is de­ 
sirable." 
Therefore the committee rec­ 
ommended 
a 
constitutional 
amendment "which would em­ 
power the people of the area to 
utilitize any other approach to 
the solution of problems com­ 
mon to the whole area.” 
The 1965 Legislature approved 
this so-called "Fifth Avenue" 
approach and that's the reason 
it's on the ballot Nov. 8. 
In addition to the four exist­ 
ing constitutional methods, it 
would give the people of the 
city and county power "toform­ 
ulate and adopt any other plan 
for the partial or complete gov­ 
ernment of all or any part of 
the city and county." 
Any such plan, as at present, 
would have to be presented by 
a board of 19 freeholders con. 
sisting of nine members from 
the city, nine from the county 
and one from some other coun­ 
ty. The board could be set up 
on petition of three per cent of 
the voters at the last general 
election for governor. 
It will appear on the ballot as 
Constitutional Amendment No. 
1 with this title: 
"Authorize St. Louis County 
and St. Louis City to adopt a 
plan for partial or complete 
government of all or any part 
of the county and city and pro­ 
vide the method of selecting a 
board of freeholders." 


In other words, you'll be vot­ 
ing "yes" or "no" on a home 
rule proposal. One of its effects 
would be to relieve the legisla­ 
ture and state government from 
spending so much time on local 
St. Louis affairs. 
Another would be to recog­ 
nize the metropolitan area's 
problems on a 1966 instead of a 
1878 horse and buggy basis.

Magna Earl a and the 
Rule of Law 


The origins of the political 
crisis which 
culminated 
in 
Magna 
Carta are fiilrly clear. 
King John's unsuccessful war 
to recover his inheritance in 
Norma idy was vastly expert- 
slve; the 
methods he used to 
collect 
the money he needed 
were held 
to be oppressive 
and tyrannical; he took ruth­ 
less action 
against defaulters 
and against his own 
personal 
enemies; there was little or no 
redress against 
these 
grie­ 
vances. In the 
end 
John’s 
baronial opponents denounced 
his conduct of government as 
unjust and contrary to law, and 
his actions as emanating from 
Ute personal will of 
a tyrant. 
Yet the great growth of gov­ 
ernmental power in England in 
Hie Norman and Angevin age, 
of which John's reign was only 
tile culmination, had been 
an 
achievement above all of per­ 
sonal 
monarchy. John's j>er- 
sonal government, his will too 
often manifested as inalevolen- 
tla, precipitated a crisis. The 
effects of his rule was obvious 
and often piteous, yet there was 
little ids opponents could do to 
defend them selves. They 
de­ 
nounced his actions as tyranni­ 
cal, yet with what could they 
contrast his tyranny? 
There was earlier unofficial 
compUatious, like the so-called 
*t,aw s of St. Edward” 
and 
“ Laws of Henry I,” for 
u>. 
stance, which had in a sense set 
lim its to the exercise of royal 


authority, but there was little in 
them to which the barons could 
appeal in attacking John's gov­ 
ernment. There 
was also a 
vaguer, but none the less deep, 
ly Ingrained, tradition,shared 
by king and barons alike, that 
the king was bound by his oath 
to rule justly, to uphold the law 


and the customs of the realm, 
and to consult his most 
im­ 
portant subjects on m atters of 
moment. But in what did justice 
consist? What were the law and 
the customs of the realm , and 
what did consultation and con­ 
sent involve? John had found 
little difficulty in conducting 
himself within these vague and 
undefined lim its, and 
the 
barons had no answer to these 
questions, nothing to protect 
their interests, except a 
few 
documents, such as the Corona­ 
tion d a r t e r of Henry I, which 
had set lim its to royal action 
in dealing with feudal Incidents, 
and 
a 
rather 
fluid 
body of 
precedents which had grownup 
pari passu with the growth of 
Angevin adm inistration. 
Thus 
the baronial rebellion 
against King 
John raised two 
fundamental Issues: Should the 
power of government In general 
be confined by specific rules 
which defined 
and limited its 
competence, and should 
the 
power of government in partic­ 
ular to deal with the persons, 
property, and liberty of 
the 
subject be limited by the obliga- 
lion 
to vest that action in due 
process of law? Magna Carta 
sought to answer both questions 
in 
the 
affirm ative. Maitland 
pointed out a long time ago that 
one of the most remarkable 
features 
of the Charter was its 
length; the barons 
reviewed 
almost every aspect of John's 
policy and laid down a long list 
of specific restraints upon his 
freedom of action. The Charter 
established a framework of spe­ 
cific 
law within which rela­ 
tions between the king and his 
subjects were to be conducted; 
it 
laid down rules for the ad­ 
ministration of justice and the 
conduct of royal officials. “ For 
In brief,” said Maitland, the 
d a r t e r means “ that 
the king 
Is and shall be below the law.”

CITY (AP) — 
It may have been good enough 
for 187 8 but it isn’t good enough 
for 1966. 
That's the reason Nov. 8 gen­ 
eral election voters will 
be 
faced with a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment—the latest in 
a long series of home rule ef­ 
forts to solve the growing gov­ 
ernmental problems in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. 
Back in 187 8, voters agreed to 
set the St. Louis city lim its at 
Skinder Boulevard, then known 
as Skiner Swamp. 
Legend has it that the reason 
was Skiner was a full day’s 
buggy ride from the riverfront. 
Nobody in those days could en­ 
vision a city getting any bigger 
than that. 
At 
that time the county’s 
population was est! mated at 30,- 
000 and the taxable valuation at 
$22 million. 
Today the population is esti­ 
mated at over 891,000-the larg­ 
est voting unit in the state — 
and the assessed valuation is 
over $2 billi6n. The county has 
surpassed the city in population. 
Thus the city boundary is a r­ 
bitrarily fixed by a lim it set in 
horse and buggy- days. It can­ 
not expand even though the sit­ 
uation is entirely different. 
Tile city is hemmed in and 
cannot grow. The county las 
mushroomed until now it has 
alm ost 100 separate incorporat­ 
ed towns and cities. 
And the resulting government­ 
al situation is chaotic. 
Traffic, law enforcement, fire 
protection, 
health, 
education 
and many other governmental 
functions overlap, conflict and 


confuse. Taxation is a hodge­ 
podge. 
The 1945 Constitution gave the 
city and county four ways to 
solve these problems. The city 
and county could merge, 
the 
city could annex into the coun­ 
ty, the county could engulf the 
city or a metropolitan district 
could be formed—all with voter 
approval. 
Since 
then 
many attem pts 
have been made to solve the in­ 
creasingly complex problems 
within this constitutional fram e­ 
work. All have failed. 
Some of these attem pts have 
been local, some have required 
legislative and statewide 
ap­ 
proval. 
Tile last statewide vote was in 
1962, when a city-county m erger 
plan was put on the ballot by 
initiative petition. It called for 
a new charter and lost over­ 
whelmingly, 
217,744 to 633,- 
011. 
The 1963 legislature turned 
down a so-called “ metro” plan 
which would have allowed the 
city and county to join in mu­ 
tual services. It didn't get to 
first base in the legislatureand 
never got on the tai lot. 
In January, 1965, an interim 
study committee on m etropoli­ 
tan economic conditions pointed 
out the existing constitutional 
methods lad not proved broad 
enough to solve the growing 
problems. 
The committee, headed by­ 
sen. Maurice Schechter, 
D - 
Creve Coeur, said: 
“ The complexities of modern 
living as experienced in this 
sector of our state have pro­ 
duced serious needs which are 


not readily solved by any of 
these named methods. 
“ The greatest possible flexi­ 
bility in dealing with the gov­ 
ernmental problems of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area is de­ 
sirable.” 
Therefore the committee rec­ 
ommended 
a 
constitutional 
amendment “ which would em­ 
power the people of the area to 
utilitize any other approach to 
the solution of problems com­ 
mon to the whole area.” 
The 1965 Legislature approved 
this so-called “ Fifth Avenue” 
approach and that's the reason 
it’s on the ballot Nov. 8. 
In addition to the four exist­ 
ing constitutional methods, it 
would give the people of the 
city and county power “ to form­ 
ulate and adopt any other plan 
for the partial or complete gov­ 
ernment of all or any part of 
the city and county.” 
Any such plan, as at present, 
would have to be presented by 
a board of 19 freeholders con­ 
sisting of nine members from 
the city, nine from the county 
and one from some other coun­ 
ty. The board could be set up 
on petition of three per cent of 
the voters at the last general 
election for governor. 
It will appear on the tai lot as 
Constitutional Amendment No. 
I with this title: 
“ Authorize St. Louis County 
and St. Louis City to adopt a 
plan for partial or complete 
government of all or any part 
of the county and city and pro­ 
vide the method of selecting a 
board of freeholders.” 


In other words, you’ll be vot­ 
ing “ yes” or “ no” on a home 
rule proposal. One of its effects 
would be to relieve the legisla­ 
ture and state government from 
spending so much time on local 
St. Louis affairs. 
Another would be to recog­ 
nize the metropolitan area’s 
problems on a 1966 Instead of a 
1878 horse and buggy basis.

years, Dr. Lindsey has been 
pastor of the

Church of Tacoma, 
Wash., since 1949.

Grace Presbyterian Church at 
Perorla, QI., and at the Im­ 
manuel Presbyterian Church of 
Detroit. A one - time law stu­ 
dent, he turned from the study 
of law to answer the call of the 
ministry, being ordained in 1933 
following graduation from the 
Presbyterian Theological Semi­ 
nary of Omaha. Dr. Lindsey 
also has an extensive “ radio 
ministry.” He has two 15-min- 
ute, dally, weekday broadcasts; 
two Sunday worship services;

of the Tacoma Bible Institute. 
He also serves on the board

This injustice which in one 
way or another has been often 
repeated

ceeding years has forced 
me 
in my experience to see 
the 
unfairness and the lmpractica. 
bility of compulsory unionism. 
And yet I have always 
been 
sympathetic 
with 
voluntary 
unionism for it has continued 
to perform a very needed ser­ 
vice and 
is necessary to our 
way of life. 
But the filets of life compel 
me to ask, is it right to compel 
free men to belong to an or­ 
ganization and to pay dues when 
it is contrary to their own will? 
Is it right that out of necessity 
men must be regimented Into 
things which they themselves 
are opposed to that they may 
be able to earn a livelihood and 
live in safety and security and 
this supposedly in a free cli­ 
mate? 
It is certainly no secret that 
he 
evils 
of compulsory 
Unionism are property rights 
(including freedom of assoc la. 
tion, freedom of thought, free­ 
dom of speech, freedom 
of 
pfess, freedom oi work and

rights), under the cloak 
of 
federal authority.”

laws, where the union shop is 
permissive.

Services for 
Noted Educator 
Held Today 


OKLAHOMA CITY (A P)—Dr. 
Cluster Quentin Smith, who de­ 
voted his life to education and 
religion in Oklahoma, Texas 
and Missouri, died Saturday- 
night. 
He had been hospitalized in a 
coma for the past 23 days fol­ 
lowing a stroke. 
Funeral services were sched­ 
uled today in St. Luke's Meth­ 
odist Church with burial in Me­ 
morial Park Cemetery. 
Dr. Smith was president of 
Oklahoma City University from 
June I, 1941 to June 30, 1957, 
when he became chancellor. In 
I960, he assumed the director­ 
ship of the Great Plains Foun­ 
dation, a position he held until 
retiring three years later. 
A native of Erath County, 
Tex., Smith served for a time 
as principal and superintendent 
of schools in Memphis, Tex. 
Dr. Smith left the teaching 
profession for a number of 
years to follow the ministry as 
a Methodist pastor in Texas. 
He was credited during this 
period with building, equipping 
and organizing the Harris Me­ 
morial Hospital in Fort Worth, 
and was the first president of 
the Texas Hospital Association. 
He later served as vice pres­ 
ident at 
Southern Methodist 
University and President of Mc- 
Murry College. 
Before coming to Oklahoma, 
Dr. Smith was superintendent 
of Methodist interests in St. 
Louis, Mo., and served as pres­ 
ident of the Metropolitan Fed­ 
eration, composed of 450 prot­ 
estant churches. 
His first wife, Margaret,died 
in 1955 and two yearslater, Dr. 
Smith remarried. 
He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Lucrezia Kahle Smith of 
Oklahoma City and a son, C. Q. 
Smith Jr., of Dallas.

"All of the military power 
which we can bring to bear can 
achieve only one thing: A state 
of security in which the people 
of South Viet Nam can develop 
their institutions of

ment, their natural resources 
and their potentials for produc­ 
tion," Westmoreland said. 
South 
Vietnamese Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky told the confer­ 
ence that his Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment "will very soon offer to 
all Insurgents inside the country 
an honorable way of giving up 
their insurgency.** Ky did not 
give details of what apparently 
will be a new amnesty program 
geared to the developing allied 
peace offensive. 
He 
said South Vietnamese 
who "choose the Communist 
way of life" will be allowed to 
go North Viet Nam. 
The seven allies in Viet Nam 
met 
amid 
cautiously rising 
hopes for a Communist move 
toward 
peace 
and 
somber 
warnings of expanded war if 
peace fails to develop. 
Philippine President Ferdi­ 
nand E. Marcos, chosen chair­ 
man in the opening minutes of 
the meeting, keyed the two-day 
conference to this double-edged 
theme in his opening speech. 
"Asian peoples have had a 
surfeit of violence and war,” 
Marcos said. "Their deepest 
longing is for stability and secu­ 
rity. But the peace we want is 
not the peace of death or the 
peace of betrayal." 
"We want to escalate the 
peace of the world," Marcos 
declared at another point. "We 
must escalate the peace for the 
alternative is escalation in the 
opposite direction — toward to­ 
tal war." 
The public opening session 
was held 
in the legislative 
chamber 
of 
the 
Philippine 
House 
of 
Representatives. 
President Johnson, trying to 
avoid the appearance 
of 
a 
dominant role in the confer­ 
ence, did not speak. 
After the opening session, the 
seven chiefs of governments 
allied against the Communists 
in Viet Nam motored to Marcos* 
Malacanang 
Palace to meet 
well into the afternoon behind 
closed doors. 
The rising hope that the con­ 
ference might encourage move­ 
ment toward ending the Viet 
Nam war sprang from reports 
reaching Manila that European 
Communist countries alienated 
from Red China may be about 
ready to try to get North Viet 
Nam to soften its attitude to­ 
ward negotiations. 


President Johnson’s advisers 
were deeply interested in re­ 
ports from New York that Hun­ 
garian officials see possibility 
of a settlement Irised on reinsti-
